1981 Computer Service Rates Redu ced 


The revised rates for 1981 for the major ODP computer 
services and direct access storage have been determined. This is 
the first major change in our rates since 1975 and the 
significant reductions reflect the improved price-adjusted 
performance of newer CPUs and direct access storage systems. 

Also, the CPU price is based upon a 370/168 instead ofthe360/65 
and 360/67 which were used as the base since 1971.
